“. . .the Treaties and Other International Acts Series issued

under the authority of the Secretary of State shall be competent
evidence . . . of the treaties, international agreements other than
treaties, and proclamations by the President of such treaties and
international agreements other than treaties, as the case may be,
therein contained, in all the courts of law and equity and of maritime
jurisdiction, and in all the tribunals and public offices of the

United States, and of the several States, without any further proof
or authentication thereof.”

PROTOCOL
BETWEEN THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA
AND
THE GOVERNMENT OF IRELAND
TO THE TREATY OF FRIENDSHIP, COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION
OF JANUARY 21, 1950

The Government of the United States of America and the
Government of Ireland;

Desiring to make more effective the Treaty of Friendship,
Commerce and Navigation between the Contracting Parties, signed
at Dublin on January 21, 1950 (hereinafter "the Treaty");

Have decided to conclude a Protocol thereto; and

Have agreed upon the following articles:




ARTICLE 1

Nationals of either Contracting Party shall be permitted,
subject to the laws relating to the entry and sojourn of
aliens, to enter the territories of the other Party and to
remain Ehereih for the purpose of developing and directing the
operations of an enterprise in which they have invested, or in
which they are actively in the process of investing, a

substantial amount of capital.

ARTICLE 2
This supplementary Protocol, which shall form an integral
part of the Treaty, shall be subject to ratification.
ARTICLE 3
This Protocol shall enter into force upon the exchange of

instruments of ratification, and shall remain in force for so

long as the Treaty shall remain in force.
